College work study employment

Every year as summer approaches 
people head for beaches, parks, backyards 
and swimming pools - wherever the sun, 
shines brightly - to roast their exposed 
skin for the sake of a beautiful tan. 

If you insist on getting a tan, here are 
several pointers that can help minimize 
burning. 


Acquire sun gradually - - First, you must 
realize one can’t bake all day in the sun for 


- one weekend and end up with a tan. A tan 


should be acquired gradually. 

Skin varies in the amount of sunlight it 
can tolerate. Use your skin coloring as a 
guide for timing initial exposure. 

Generally, those with fair skin should 


Jimit first exposure to no more than 15 to 


20 minutes of sun for each side of the 
body. After a week, there should be 
enough skin thickening and new pigment’ 
to provide added protection against 
burning. 


Consider the time of day - - Consider the 
time of day you will be in the sun. Burning 
rays are the most intense between 11 a.m. 
and 3 p.m. while on the other hand, 
sunburn is not likely before 8 a.m. or after 
4 p.m. 

Do not depend on an umbrella to 
prevent burning. Rays reflected from 
sand and water can burn even though you 
are not directly exposed. 

Don’t be fooled by hazy, foggy or 
overcast days. These atmospheric condi- 
tions scatter the sun’s burning rays and 
may produce severe sunburn.

After-sun care - - The American 
Academy of Dermatology advises “before 
and after sun-bathing care is equally 
important for long-range protection. After 
sun-bathing lubricate the skin with a 
soothing, smoothing lotion in order to 
prevent excessive drying of the skin.” 


Sun-screening agents - - Sun-screening 
chemicals in some protective agents 
absorb ultraviolet light before it hits the 
skin. Stay away from home-style lotions 
such as: baby oil, mineral oil and vinegar. 

Sun-screening agents that work contain 
one or more of the following chemicals to 
watch for: para-aminobenzoic acid pre- 
parations, salicyclates, benzimidazoles, 
antralates, cinnamates and benzopheno- 
mes. A sun-tan products effectiveness 
depends on the percentage in the lotion of 
these chemicals and the thickness of the 
film formes on the skin. 


Try tea for sunburn - - If you get a 
sunburn in spite of precautions, apply a 
lotion or ointment such as cold cream, or 
baby lotion. Apply wet compresses‘ or 
soak in a tub of cold water to relieve the 
pain. Try a preparation of tea and water. 
Dip a cloth in the cooled tea and apply to 
the body surface - the tea pulls the “heat” 
out. 

The addition of iodine to baby oil or 
mineral oil does nothing more than stain 
the skin. The oils do not contain 
sun-screening agents. They only provide 
lubrication to minimize the suns effects.

After trading a steady income for 
financial worries, he works late into the 
night. He must often say, “No”, to 
requests from his seven children, and he 
drives a bicycle instead of a car.

What is on-campus counseting? It’s an 
portant part of all college activities. 
IThis reporter has written articles in the 
Observer on how the Drop-In-Center 
nctions but not why it does. According 
o arecent study of on-campus counseling, 
students need new methods of coping with 
he increased competition for grades, jobs 
and college admission. 


College students must also contend with 
the difficulties of changing sex roles, 
availability of drugs and a lagging 
economy. , 

Statistics prove that students react 
positively to someone when they feel they 
can relate to them. For this reason, 
Northern Essex established a student- 
staffed Drop-In-Center in September of 
1971. 


At the time, the faculty began focusing 
on the intensive drug problem on campus. 
Former President Harold Bentley, Deans 
Churchill Stafford and Donald Ruhl 
became interested in the idea of such a 
center in response to the Head of the 
Business Department, Frank Leary’s 
concern. 


The DIC was originally designed to 
deal with the issues of that time period, 
which were: drugs, the draft, and abortion 
- the latter was illegal at the time. 


But why would a student take advice 
from another student? First of all the DIC 
staff doesn’t offer any answers or advice. 
What they do offer is a comfortable 
atmosphere where someone can feel free 
to rap and explore issues. 


The staff is aware of today’s 
contemporary issues having been exposed 
to a two-week training program. The 
program deals basically with self-aware- 
ness. It allows its participants to expand 
and grow. Throughout the academic year, 
seminars are held to keep the staff well 
informed and open to new ways of 
thinking. 


August 14-25 is the date of the next 
training program. Counseling is an 
experience that allows both giving and 
receiving. Students who are interested in 
the training program should inquire now 
at the Drop-In-Center in the Student 
Union Building off of the game room.

The bike ends up going one way, with 
the rider going the other way. Wheels 
spinning, and the rider is not moving - 
WHAT DO YOU DO? Don Grant, Corner 
Martial for the AAMRR (Association of 
American Motorcycle Road Racers) said, 
“The most important thing is, not to 
Panic! A panicked witness is worse than 


useless.” 


Situations vary from accident to 
accident, but there are a few general rules 
to go by. © 

“First, go to the rider and ask him if he 
is alright. If he does not answer, assume 
he is hurt and do not attempt to move him, 
but summon an ambulance as quickly as 
possible.” 


Never try to remove the helmet of an 
unconscious victim. Open the face shield 
to allow more air, but do not remove the 
helmet. If the rider can remove it himself, 
let him. Otherwise, an injury may be 
complicated by a person’s trying to be 
helpful, added Grant. 


If a rider seems to have only minor 
injuries or says he is alright, check his 
helmet. If there are any scratches or 
scrape marks, make him sit down until an

ambulance gets to the scene. Tell the 
attendants that the helmet is scratched 
and to watch for signs of concussion. Most 


ambulance crews appreciate any informa- 
tion they can get,” said Grant. 

The AAMRR Rulebook and Handbook 
gives advice on what to do in case of 
accident on busy highway or road: “If a 
rider is injured but still mobile, move him 
to a safe position at the side of the road 
before beginning any first aid. If a rider 
cannot be moved, shield him from 
oncoming traffic and summon an ambu- 
lance immediately.” 


Grant said, “In case you are the only 
witness to an accident, and there is no one 
else around to summon help, you should 
stay with the victim until somebody else 
arrives. If the victim is conscious and tells 
you to, go get help. In this case, cover him 
up with whatever is available to help 
prevent shock, and get to the nearest 
phone. Never leave an unconscious person 
alone.” 


Direct pressure on an open wound is 
needed to control bleeding. Grant said, 
“only use a tourniquet if you have working 
knowledge of first aid. An improperly 
applied tourniquet can do more harm than 
good.” 

He concluded, “Common sense and a 
cool head make loss of life due to accident 
less likely.” 


Mrs. Arnold said she and Professors 
William Marble and Robert Paul decided 
to combine the specialized courses they 
teach to provide students with a broad 
base of courses in communications. Prof. 
Marble teaches film courses, and Prof. 
Paul teaches photography. 

Offered by the Division of Humanities 
and Communications, courses scheduled 
for fall are “Journalism I”, “Broadcast 
Reporting”, “Television Production”, and 
“Introductory Photography”. 

Courses to be offered in the spring of 
1979 include, “Journalism II”, “Art of the 
Movies”, “Intermediate Photography”, 
and “Film Production”.

Because high blood pressure is such a 
common thing in this country, May has 
been designated high blood pressure 
month by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare. 

Most people with high blood pressure 
have no unusual symptoms. Many, 
however have persistant headaches, 
fatigue and tension; but these symptoms 
are also commone in our general 
population and these may result from a 
variety of causes. 

Persons may suffer from dizziness and 
from shortness of breath resulting from 
the additional work imposed on the hearts 
from high blood pressure. 

The heart, forced to work harder than 
normal over a long period of time, tends to 
enlarge. A slightly enlarged heart may 
function well, but a heart that is very 

_ much enlarged has a hard time keeping up 
with the demands put on it.

People who have high blood pressure 
run the risk of damaging three vital areas 
of the body: the heart, the kidneys, and 
the brain. The possibility of stroke - blood 
vessel damage in the brain - is increased if 
you have high blood pressure. Also the 
possibility of heart failure, kidney failure, 
and heart attack is common with people 
who have high blood pressure. * 

For those with high blood pressure who 
need medical help, medicines and other 
kinds of therapy are used to bring down 
blood pressure and keep it within safe 
limits. It is important to follow and remain 
on whatever therapeutic program is 
prescribed in order to avoid possible 
complications. 

Many medications are available to 
reduce high blood pressure. Some can 
eliminate fluid and salt, others can open 
up narrow vessels. Some prevent the 
blood vessels from constricting and

In most cases of primary high 
blood pressure, the use of medicines will 
lower blood pressure. But, because people 
respond to medications in very individual 
ways, you may have to go through a trial 
period before a medicine or combination of 
medicines is found that works best for you 
and which causes the least side effects. 

It takes two to treat your high blood 
pressure - the doctor and you. Your part 
is just as important as your physician’s. 
You can play your part by doing the 
following. 

1. If you don’t know you have high blood 
pressure, ask your doctor to check your 
pressure, or go to the nearest clinic or 
health center for a pressure check. 

You should do this even if you feel well, 
because high blood pressure may not have 
any noticeable symptoms. 

2. If you have high blood pressure, 
follow your doctor’s instructions about

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On nightmares and dreams 


To the Editors, 

I would like to start this essay by saying 
several things as a matter of introduction. 
This composition was inspired by Mr. 
Osborne’s “Nightmare” article. Many of 
Mr. Osborne’s points were very good and I 
would not wish to detract from them on 
the whole; but the issue of teaching 
method and classroom attitude was raised 
in his remarks on fellow teachers and 
students. These topics I would like 
directly to comment on, using my personal 
knowledge of Mr. Osborne’s technic and 
ability in an attempt to seek the true and 
best nrethod to teach. 

The m&tter of standards is a real issue 
here. It was a point brought up by Mr. 
Osborne in his “Nightmare” essay. What 
is the real “concern here? It is, I would 
guess, how much the student knows when 
he or she leaves your classroom. In many 
real ways, it doesn’t bear directly on how 
“well-heeled” the student is. It is a matter 
of how much personal potential is tapped 
by the teacher. 

Anybody who has had Mr. Osborne as a 
teacher can tell you two things; 1, He is 
very knowlegable and interesting and 2, 
he assumes everybody in the class is an 
ignorant lout who is (a) wasting his 
valuable time and (b) will never be capable 
or seek to learn anything. This type of 
screwed-up attitude is great if you're at 
Harvard where so much humanity goes 
down the drain in the name of “The 
Academic Posture”. 

Mr. Osborne speaks to the faculty about 


being “tyrannized” by the non-committed. 
What’s closer to the truth is that the 
faculty is tyrannized by their own 
non-commitment and non-concern over 
the knowledge they have to give. Of these 
types NECC has many in all departments 
I suspect. But what of the teacher who 
tries to balance this out by holding up 
“Standards” with a vengeance. This 
teacher assigns books (in History of 
Science and Technology) with the 
introduction, “It’s a bitch, most of you will 
never understand it”. By this “standard” 
of course, Ellie Hope McCarthy couldn’t 
possibly teach Dante’ (certainly almost as 
difficult as a science-history book), but the 
fact remains, she did. Or Bernie Horne 
coudn’t teach “Moby Dick” and succeed in 
getting it across, but he did. These people 
succeed and keep standards by personal 
effort and a positive outlook that fosters 
learning. 

This is a Community College - the 
students do work outside jobs, (they have 
to). There are students seeking something 
other than relief from unemployment. For 
them, NECC should be a “Supermarket” 
of ideas; To allow them to touch upon 
many areas of thought and to contact as 
many new ideas as possible. What does 
this mean for the teachers - they must 
care about their knowledge, then must 
feel it is important and that fact should be 
obvious to the student. It is to some 
degree a process of selling. In this light, 
ability, attitude and work come to bear. 
Anybody can be a talking head and that’s 


Student speaks out 


To The Editor: 

I would like to express a general 
consensus on campus in reference to the 
college from a student’s point of view. 
Some of the best attributes of this college 
are its size and location. Many excellent 
courses are offered to the student in 
Liberal Arts, Business, and_ special 
training education. The curriculum here is 
extremely various for a community 
college but there are over tendencies that 
this is a babysitting service. For many 
students this college is more or less a stop 
over before a larger university. The 
remainder of students are here to 
accomplish their associate degree any way 


they can. The lower quality students here 
are specifically concerned with the least 
amount of work from the laziest teachers 
to get that A so they can keep their 3.8 
cumulative average. 

Well no wonder the teachers here are so 
ill-concerned about showing up for classes 
or giving assignments that require a 
significant amount of time. I have received 
feedback from a number of teachers that 
hell....they don’t consider this a job. It’s 
more like a hobby they’re getting paid for. 
But then, the attendance rate of the 
average student is nothing to brag about, 
not to mention the drop-out rate. Student 
apathy is very obvious from class 
attendance and student activities. Every 


fine if you have a classroom of people 
majoring in chemistry, english, etc. But in 
an inexpensive school in a community 
environment, the talking head approach 
doesn’t work. 

NECC is filled with people who are 
seeking something (or else why are they 
here?). And with challenging ideas 
expressed in a humane and concerned 
way, a great seed can be planted. (I know 
this personally because of a great teacher 
who helped me in just this way and I will 
always be grateful to John Guarino). _ 

What I am saying is this; that it is not 
just the teachers with the 60-70 percent 
drop-out rate that are maintaining 
standards. Who is kidding whom? People 
are not born with “commitment”, but gain 
it through inspiration and example - tell 
me which kind of teacher will foster 
“commitment” and which will just teach 
the already committed. Obviously there is 
and always will be the hard-core 
do-nothings, (teachers and students). But 
the, academic bullying of people like Mr. 
Osborne scare off students above and 
beyond this hard-core group. 

The problem of inconsistent value 
systems of the teachers is a real one. I 
suspect it is a problem in the lack of 
purpose that many of us feel in the 20th 
Century. This is, I realize, too big a 
problem to tackle here. More directly, the 
issue seems to rest with the lack of 
education before the student enters 
NECC, rather than after. The Community 
College is as much to catch up with what 


student that paid their $17.50 is a member 
of every club and organization. It is only a 
question of whether you're an active 
member or not. This is a simple case of a 
college being what the students make it, 
and it’s obvious from the article “You 
know you really go to NECC when...”, that 
the students on this campus really don’t 
give a damn. Granted the every day life of 
a student can be difficult: rushing to the 
library to get the books for your term 
paper, then rushing home to grab a bite to 
eat, rushing to make it to work, then 
coming home late and setting the alarm 
for 6:30 a.m. to make it to your 8:00 class. 

What students don’t realize is how 
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should have been taught in high school as 


to prepare for college. There is such a 
bankruptcy in basic knowledge on entry 
that it is easy for these basics to be 
shirked altogether by the “hack” teacher. } 
This. is, of course, a terrible thing, 
because, (1) of all the wonderful things 
missed by the student, and, (2) the danger 
of turning out the  over-specialized 
student, ie, the engineer who has never 
read/studied Shakespeare. 

I would again here go back to my earlier 
statements and the idea that maybe it 
doesn’t start from the top, but from the 
bottom. Poet Charles Olson once said that 
a “man gets the Gods he deserves” - 
perhaps the same is true for teachers and 
administrators. Maybe the _ teachers 
should evaluate their purpose in both 
knowledge and duty. It cannot be the job 
of administration to homogenize output, 
(they would never do it well anyway). 

Maybe by a community effort of sthe 
teachers, the administration would be 
forced to better themselves in turn. 
Teachers, instead of battling on matters of 
hours, wages, vacation, etc. should instead 
battle with their half-baked colleges to 
teach the students what they themselves 
know. I’m sure the time would be better 
spent.

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FJ-EE7 is a big frog

The tales of FJ-EE7 began on the 
pleasant little campus of Northern Essex 
Community College (NECC). The great 
green frog FJ-EE7 became known there 
amidst the plagues of disillusionment and 
apathy prevailing at most campuses the 
time of the appearance. From whence he 
came and to where he will return, those 
remaining to tell his tale still wonder.

Merrimack Valley fishing known to some 


Not everyone is aware of the fabulous 
fishing to be found within the Merrimack 
Valley. Many veteran anglers think of the 
fishing in this area as “okay for the kids”, 
but feel it is unworthy of their skills and 
abilities. Believe the Outdoor Observer, 
this is far from the truth. Why not take an 
imaginary fishing trip through the 
Merrimack Valley and find out? 


Island Pond has four pound Bass 


Bass, both largemouth and smallmouth, 
are found in Island Pond, located on the 
Derry, Atkinson, Hampstead, N.H. town 
boundaries. Also taken from Island Pond 
are chain pickérel, yellow and white 
perch, Calico bass, horn pout, sunfish, 
shiners, and eels. Bass weights go over 
four pounds regularly, while two-foot 
chain pickerel are not unheard of either. 

Country Pond in Newton, N.H. is a good 
place to go for panfish and pickerel, as 
well as an occasional rainbow trout. 
Baitcasters and spinfishermen will get 
good results with one-fourth to seven- 
eights ounce Dardevles in red and white 
stripes. Fly casters should test such 
patterns as Muddler Minnow, Mickey 
Finn, Black Gnat, or Yellow Perch. 


Try a Jitterbug after sundown 


Powow Pond, Kingston, N.H. is a 
similar spot with primarily the same 
species available to anyone wetting a line. 
Largemouth bass are caught there in fair 
size also. Try a Jitterbug after sundown 
near the lily pads for those plus-five 
pounders. 

Bayberry Pond in Plaistow, N.H. 
deserves a try. This angler is not familiar 
with the fishing there, but that is one of 
the pleasures of fishing; having an 
unknown place to try one’s luck at. 


Tuxbury Pnd is a familiar place 


Tuxbury Pond on the Amesbury, MA. - 
South Hampton, N.H. state line is on the 
other hand very familiar. This place 
brags of five and six-pound largemouths, 
30-inch chain pickerel, two-pound calicos, 
and four-foot eels. Also fair-sized yellow 
perch and horn pout can be caught in 
Tuxbury Pond. 

Hula Poppers, Jitterbugs, Lucky 13’s, 
and Johnson Silver Minnows are good 
producers here for the baitcaster and 
spinning rod expert. Fly fishing is fine 
with such streamers as the Red and White 
Supervisor, or a red, white, or yellow 
Maribou. Also try a hair mouse. 


Salem, N.H. has good fishing, also 
If live bait is preferred, take along a 
bucket of Tommycods or creek chubs. 


Also highly effective are frogs and 


nightcrawlers. 

Arlington Mill Reservoir, if open to 
fishing, contains some impressive large- 
mouths and chain pickerel, both in the 


Besides wearing a _ student’s hat, 
Sanborn is a reserve police officer in 
Orange, Mass.; is a private investigator, 
has a pilot’s license, knows how to Scuba 
dive and as_ mentioned previously, 
traveled extensively. 


As for the immediate future, Sanborn 
plans to stay aboard at Northern Essex 
for two more semesters attempting to 
make WRAZ a more informative vehicle 
for students, faculty and administration. 
Sanborn said the campus needs better 
communications for people to be informed. 


The radio station blossomed in 1972 in 
the gym building, later moving to the 
lower level of the college center. Sanborn 
has worked diligently in the quest for new 
needed station equipment. WRAZ has 
now relocated to more spacious quarters 
in the lower level of the Learning 
Resource Center.

three and four-pound range, plus yellow 
and white perch. This reservoir is located 
in Salem, N.H. Two places in Salem that 
are good for pickerel and perch are 
Captain Pond and Indian Lake. Sunfish 
are to be caught here also. 
Spicket River spells trout 

A good spot for Methuen-bound 
fisherpeople is Spicket River. Drive up 
Pelham Street, turn north at Cross Street 
to where Harris and Policy Brooks enter 


into the Spicket providing a continual flow ~ 


of fresh water. Stonefly or caddis nymphs, 
a brown Wulff streamer, or yellow-brown 
streamer may deliver up a brookie. 

Bare Meadow Brook near Pie Hill, along 
Route 113, has been said to contain 
rainbow trout in this area. It is certainly 
worth finding out. Try some one-sixteenth 
ounce Mepps spinners or fly rod sized 
Dardevles. Then again why not drift a 
nightcrawler along the bottom? 


Ask Pete Laszlo and Wally Blanchard 
about Millvale 


Millvale Reservoir in Haverhill is a 
well-known trout spot. Pete Laszlo and 
Wally Blanchard check the insect hatches 
there when the Spring temperatures 
start to rise. They can readily attest to the 
quality of the fishing there. To reach 
Millvale take Route 495 to the Route 110 
exit just east of Elliott St., head east on 
110 to Middle Road. Turn south on Middle 
Road past the Children of Israel 
Cemetery to Thompson Road, then turn 
down Thompson South Road to the 
reservoir. 

Little River, north of 495 has some fair 
trout fishing. A fly and_ spinner 
combination works quite well here. Cast 
diagonally across stream and retreive 
slowly. 


Come prepared for anything 


Hawkes Brook is another Methuen spot 
that awaits the Merrimack Valley 
sportfisherman. The best spots one should 
try on this brook are between North and 
Maple Streets, and on either side of 
Washington Street. As for species 
available, the answer offered is, come 
prepared for anything. 


Whatever the name, the fishing’s great 


Plug Pond, called Saltonstall Lake on 
some maps, is good for trout and bass. 
Fifteen-inch rainbows and five-pound 
largemouths have been caught in this 
pond. Take Kenoza Avenue to Saltonstall 
Road, then Mill Street to Belvidere Road. 
A Tiny Lucky 18 is a good bass choice; for 


the rainbows try a Worden’s Roostertail. 

Round Pond, look for Pentucket Lake on 
the maps, is easily reached. Enter 
Concord Street from Route 110, Kenoza 
Avenue near the Alliance Church and take 
the dirt road to the right of the church. 
You can also turn down Lawrence Street 
and catch the dirt road at the other end. 


nborn elected representative 


WRAZ advertising representatives 
have gone out into the community selling 
commercial time to make the radio station 
more self sufficient, Sanborn said. 


Sanborn said the recent WRAZ-spon- 
sored book drive netted about $125 for the 
station. Sanborn said he would like to see 
the book drive conducted yearly but 
unfortunately there were not enough 
students to participate this year. He 
added profits. were diminished by 
competition as others were purchasing 
used books on campus. 


Sanborn said he would like the 
Observer to do all newscasting for the 
radio station in the future, including 
interviews of campus people. In this way, 
Sanborn said, general news may be 
broadcasted and students will be able to 
know their opinions will be heard. 


Cast from a johnboat 


Lake Cochichewick in North Andover is 
a good-sized lake holding largemouth and 
smallmouth bass, chain pickerel, calico 
bass, horn pout and yellow perch. Shiners 
and sunfish are caught there too. Get out 
on the lake with a 10-foot johnboat and 
cast in towards the shoreline with a silver 
Dardevle or Al’s Goldfish. This will bring 
in some fine pickerel. Worm dunking at 
night will get the angler some heavy- 
weight crappies and horn pout, maybe 
even some eels. 


Shawsheen River holds big trout 


Shawsheen River flowing from Ballard- 
vale to the Merrimack offers some fine 
trout fishing. A Mepps Spinner like the 
Comet or Aglia or a Dardevle Imp will be 
very apt to entice a nice brown trout over 
the 16-inch mark. Flyfisherman should try 
some of the emerging patterns. 


This pond, or lake if you prefer, is a trout 
stocking pond offering some nice fish. 
Small Dardevles, Mepp’s Aglia, or a 
Mepp’s Black Fury are good lures here. 


Chadwick Pond on the Haverhill - 
Boxford line one would expect to hold 
some trout, if only for the reason that the 
Haverhill Hound, Rod and Gun Club has 
property holding there. Very possibly 
prenmission can be obtained to fish the 
pond from club lands. Worth a try 
anyway. 


Try a Wooly Worm on Johnson’s Pond 


Johnson Pond near South Groveland 
and Boxford does hold rainbow trout 
according to what this angler was told. 
Try fishing where the pond empties into 
the creek with a Muddler Minnow or 
Wooly Worm in a size ten or twelve. 

Baldpate, Stiles and Four Mile Ponds in 
Boxford are good for warmwater fishing. 
Yellow perch in the one and a half to two 
pound category provide great sport on an 
ultra-light fly rod or spinning rod. Chain 
pickerel and largemouths in weights of 
three and four pounds can be caught on 
Lazy Ikes and Flatfish. Mosquitoes and 
black gnats are good fly patterns. 


One of the best spots around 


One of the finest trout brooks in the 
area is found in Merrimac, namely Cobbler 
Brook. This lovely stream runs through 
some beautiful hill country. Drive, or 
better still, walk out to Highland Street, 
and fish either west towards Red Oak Hill, 
or east towards Bear Hill. Try any of the 
standard trout patterns if feather 
dunking. If your flytasting leaves 
something to be desired, worms and 
nighcrawlers will put fish in the pan.

Lake Attitash has variety plus 

Speaking of Lake Attitash, never, never 
bypass this one. Here will be caught such 
a variety of piscatorial pleasure as 
largemouth and smallmouth bass, chain 
pickerel, yellow and white perch, sunfish, 
bluegills, calicos, horn pout, shiners, 
suchers, eels and an occasional rainbow 
trout. Just about any bait or lure will 
result in something on the line. 


Meadow Brook in Amesbury should Re 
near the top of the list of places that 
bassmasters frequent. Francis Cook has 
taken largemouths from here in excess of | 
seven pounds. And believe it or not, his 
daughter Sesyle once caught a three and a 
half pounder by swishing dried goldenrod 
in the water. Flyrodding with popping 
bugs from mid-May to the first week in 
July brings lively bass action. Chain 
pickerel and yellow perch in fair size are 
taken from Meadow Brook also, not to 
neglect horn pout and eels. 


Catch six pound Bass in Back River 


Back River including Sargent Mill Pond 
boasts pickerel, perch, bass, horn pout, 
sunfish, suckers, and crappies. It is still 
possible for the skilled angler to catch 
some native brookies in the tributary 
streams of Sargent’s Brook, which feeds 
Sargent Pond into the lower side of Back 
River. Following the river to where it 
empties into Lake Attitash one finds a top| 
spot for five and six-pound largemouth 
bass and two-foot pickerel. 


Secret ways to catch Pickerel 


The Outdoor Observer has two fine 
procedures for chain pickerel that were 
discovered during earlier times at 
Meadow Brook. One is a chunk of perch 
belly with pelvic fins intact jerked 
erratically. 

The other fish-getter is a lure that is 
easily made. Take a size 5 Colorado 
spinner and attach it toa size 10 split ring. 
Make the spinner a brass one. Next add a 
size 1/0 Aberdeen hook to the split ring; 
on this hook slip a pair of size 0 Willow 
leaf or Indiana Spinner blades right over 
the barb. Fasten this to your line with a 
coastlock snap swivel. 


Powow River is stocked annually 


Rainbows are stocked annually in the 
Powow River below Tuxbury Pond in 
Amesbury. Some 15-inchers have come 
from this hotspot. Mickey Finns and Grey 
Ghosts do very well. 

Also stocked with trout in Amesbury 
are Bailey’s Pond, Lake Gardner and 
Massachusetts Brook. Bailey’s is a 
reclaimed trout pond holding some mighty 
tasty brookies and rainbows. Lake 
Gardner has both rainbows and browns as 
well as bass and pickerel. This is because 
there are several different temperature 
zones throughout the lake. Panfish ae 
caught here also. Massachusetts Brook is 
stocked with rainbows, and it is from this 
brook that they enter into Black River in 
Salisbury. Might try that one too. 

Mill Stream, also in Salisbury is good 
for both perch and rainbows. Worms and 
crawlers work best here.
